Arid what the committee means by this is not so bad as it 


sounds. It-does not mean that pffjces must be bought and sold 
and that the politics of a city must be run on the low plane of 
dollars and cents, but that the people.nuist be taught to under; 
stand that good and clean government means the advancement 
of their personal and property interests and is therefore worth 
striving for on the basis of self-interest as well as from what 
may be called the "high brow" viewpoint. 


But it is fair to presume that, lilies'; pretty well understood 


already. The average citizen'-bf any city desires good govern- 
ment, knowing full well jliat this means the greatest possible 
good to himself, his family and jiis business, but he finds him- 
self about as helpless in his endeavors to bring about the con- 
ditions he desires as are the "high b'rows." As in their.case 
his number is too limited, judging by the results, and the dollai 
mark in its baser sense continues to, Dominate. 


The committee says '.'top;-much Stress is laid upon patriot 


ism, civic pride and the like,: and too-ljttle upon what the con 
tinuance of poor government or the .institution of good gov 
eminent means to the purse and person of the individual'citi 
zen." But what do*patriotism and civic pride mean in the,case 
of a city if not the management of its'affairs in the best possi 
ble manner, with satisfaction alike to the "high brows", an

Good government is a good investment, but it is somethin 


more. And one reason.why it is so rare in American cities is 
the fact that the dollar mark is too prominent, that thei'e are 
ttio many working for that which/will benefit them regardless 
of the rest'of the community, and the result is a maelstrpm of 
selfish interests which commonly takes on the name of cor- 
ruption. The reform of city government is a big undertaking. 
Jn-the work there is room for the ideal and the practical, the
